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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 21-39 are pending. Amendments are entered. 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions 
which are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in reply to this 
action, to elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claims 21-24, 29, 30, and 33-36 and 39 are drawn to a fatty ethoxylated 
dimeric urethane compounds of claim 1 and their compositions. 
Group II, claims 25-28, 31, 32, 37 and 38 are drawn to a method of increasing the 
viscosity of a personal care product composition comprising including in said 
personal care product composition an effective amount of said dimeric urethane of 
claim 21, wherein the viscosity of the personal care. 
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2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack 
the same or corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT 
Rule 13.1. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The 
reply must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any 
claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims 
are generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 
Applicant is requested to elect a single species from the elected group for search 
purposes. If applicant elect group II then they should elect one single compound 
used to treat one selected disease. Claim 39 is drawn to a personal care product 
comprising an effective amount of the fatty ethoxylated dimeric urethane 
according to claim 21, water and at least one additional component selected from 
the group consisting of surfactants/emulsifiers, solvents, coloring agents. 
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secondary emulsifiers, humectants, emollients, moisturizing agents, pigments, anti- 
perspirant agents, aromatic or deodorizing agents, UV-absorbing compounds, 
preservatives, skin and/or hair conditioning agents, hair straightening agents solid 
organic polymers and waxes and mixtures thereof, among numerous others. 

If applicant chose to elect group I applicant may elect one compound or a 
composition containing that compound for the search purposes. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to 
consideration of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form 
or otherwise require all the limitations of an allowed generic claim. 

REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION 

As provided in 37 CFR 1.475(a), a national stage application shall relate to 
one invention only or to a group of inventions so linked as to form a single general 
inventive concept ("requirement of unity of invention"). Where a group of 
inventions is claimed in a national stage application, the requirement of unity of 
invention shall be fulfilled only when there is a technical relationship among those 
inventions involving one or more of the same or corresponding special technical 
features. The expression "special technical features" shall mean those technical

The method of preparing the compounds o formula I as claimed is different 
in the two given groups. The invention is not so linked as provided in 37 CFR 
1.475(a), a national stage application shall relate to one invention only or to a 
group of inventions so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
("requirement of unity of invention"). 

4. A telephone call was made to Attorney Henry Coleman on 8/16/10 to 
request an oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made. Dr. Coleman requested to send in writing. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without 
traverse. To preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If 
the reply does not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the 
restriction requirement, the election shall be treated as an election without traverse.

Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if 
one or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least 
one claim remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be 
accompanied by a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 
CFR 1.17(i). 

6. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or 
otherwise require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be 
considered for rejoinder. All claims directed to a noneiected process invention 
must require all the limitations of an allowable product claim for that process 
invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fiilly examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. 
Thus, to be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability 
including the requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112.

the elected product are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction 
requirement between product claims and process claims may be maintained.

Additionally, in order 
to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the above policy, applicant is 
advised that the process claims should be amended during prosecution to require 
the limitations of the product claims.
